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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach and/or suggest a lance which is used in coke oven repairing which includes a traveling 
carriage which moves in the direction orthogonal to the direction of the coke oven battery, an a 
working device for making repairs to the oven walls within the coke oven which is mounted on 
the traversing carriage, the working device including a lance which is in operative cooperation 
with a guide post which is mounted on the traversing carriage, wherein the lance includes 
oscillating means which includes an extendable device which extends and contracts and is 
coupled to the guide post and traversing carriage and a control device which controls a fulcrum 
device which is in operative association with the lance which maximizes oscillating angle of the 
lance while inserted in the coke oven carbonizing chamber.
